TiiK lelcfciapliic despalelies recently 
published ou the siibjecl of tho Alubuuiiv 
Claims uQord little room for an iudul- 
geoce of tho bope that a settlement of 
those difficulties is near. For some weeks 
prior t» the late British elections the 
pabJlQ were given to understand that a 
'"final agreement had beeu arrived 
^ifit belvfeen Lord Stauluy and Mr Revordy* 
"Johnson, the new American Minister. 
The Press daily coutuined reports of 
speeches of both the noblo Lord and Mr. 
Johnson, breathing the most umicublu 
■pirii; the London rimes— generally [)rct~ 
ty good aulhoiity — annouiieed that " liio 
AlubaiiKi difficulty was as goud as 
Bettled ;" tbo Globe, \\\)ov. wlmt purport 
ted to be semi'-ollicial iiiiiiouiicoinoiit, 
stated tlmt ''Mr. Johnson lieli! a Ciirtc 
blanche for the seltlemcnt of all dilier<. 
eocos between his Govorn'.'. eiit ii id Unit 
of Great Britain ;" and llie I'lill Mali 
Gazette gave so glowing an account of Lhu 
progress tLie negotiations were maki'.ig 
that tho world was led into tho belief 
that tho Millenium had arrived at last, — 
fithat tho lion and the lamb had con- 
' Bented to lio down together — the only 
obstacle to their iramcdiutely nssumiiig 
a^recumbeut posiiiou being a question 
,of etiquette. Well, after all the dinners 
atid speeches, Times' statementsj and 
srv semi-official' vaporings, it has trans^ 
t.pire'd that Mr Johnson possessed no 
powers not .nsaally accorded diploninifc 
agents. He signed a protocol submitting 
to arbitration all claims of citizonA 
of each conntry against tho other, sub- 
ject to iho approval of his Government. 
This, approval, read in an abstract of 
the President's Rpeech (published this 
morning), has b en withheld, the terms 
of the protocol being deemed un- 
favorable to American inti-rcsts, niul 
tho public prints of tlio United States 
are denouncing Mr Johnson ns being too j 
pnciGc and conciliulory in his tone, and 
too much dis]iosed to give Lord StanUy 
his own way. They further denounce 
their Minister bitterly lor altondiiig a 
banquet at Liverpool, at which the incmx 
ber for IJiikenhead (Mr L^iird) the 
builder of llio Alabama and other Con- 
federate war-vesicls, whose depretlatioiis 
gave origin to all the ill feeling between 
the two nations, and were tho caii;o ol 
t'lO very dilHculty which Mr Johnson was 
'se'iit over to arrange. Great atrtsa is 
t'laid on the fast that Mr Johnson " shook 
bands" wiib Mr Laird ou the occasion, 
.and it is suddenly remembered thut dur- 
ing the civil war Mr Johnson rcpro£Cuted 
in Congress a Slave State ; that he was a 
peace man and favored a peactful dis* 
solution of tlio Union ; that ho has 
consistently suppoiied the President of ihe 
United Stales in liis seliomea to thwart 
tho Radical and dominant parly. A 1 
these rcuiinisceuccs \ieigh against Uie 
Minister, and are quoted as reasons why 
ho should naturally regard the depreda- 
tions of the Alabama us of a less heinous 
character than if ho hud iieeii nii earuesl, 
supporter of tho war against the 
South. I England, as in .Vnierica, ob 
jections have been raised to the basis of 
■ agreement, Liverpool shipowners, whose 
'■Tessels were seized und confiscated by 
^j&!merican Prize Courts, assert that they 
.'were unjustly treatet' thereby, and con- 
demn the protocol os unfavorable to their 
jDtor^sts, because it distinctly stotes that 
inch cases shall not be reopened by the 
Commission ; they are taking steps to 
prevent the ratification of the agreement. 
And 80 the vex't question" oppoars as 
far from settlement as befoie Mr Johnson 
crossed the Atlantic. That it will have 
at least to abide a change in the American 
Cabinet as woil as in the IJritish Ministry 
before Ibo negotiations are finally closed 
aeeuis evident. Whctiicr it will be then 
susceptible to an amicable settleuienl wiil 
depend much .I'lion the policy of the 
President elect, who may prefer a " little 
unpleasantness'' uilli the mother coun- 
try to an urrangeuicnt that would deprive 
him of un opportunity to further dis- 
tinguish himself us a warrior.
